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Joking With Firearms. 


Altogether too frequently come reports of fatal shootings 


with guns and revolvers supposed to be not loaded. One of 
the latest comes from Vermont, where .a.few days ago a girl 
Of 12 years shot her lOyear old sister through the heart, kill- 
ing her instantly. The girl who'did the shooting was playing 
with her father's'rifle and, of course, "didn't know.it was 
loaded."' With the'inndcent intent of merely scaring her little 
'sister,she aimed the'gmv at her and pulled the trigger, and the 
awful deed w a s done.

I't'is/an:pld,'old story, and the pity of it is that tragedies of 


1'this kind are'not confined to the'ranks of children. 
Grown 


. people', who ought, to know better than ever to point a weapon 
;at any onte; whether it be loaded or empty, take life altogether 
tob frequently in attempts to have a little sport'with guns or 
pistols wliich they believe to be not loaded. Such killings are 
the most pitiful of tragedies, the victims in practically every 
case^being Close friends or"members of the families of those 
whb do the-killing.' 
' 
; In-vie.wof the frequency and needlessness of such happen- 
ings it would seem to be time for the public to wake up to the 
need'of two things. 'In the first place, firearms of all descrip- 
tions .should be. kept••scrupulously beyond the reach of chil- 
dren; and, whjle about it, the toy gun might well be eliminated, 
for. much ..injury of a serious character is done with that. In 
the second place, boys, most of \yhom are expected to use 
guns'when they reach a prpper age.-should be taught never to 
allow the muzzle of a firearm to be pointed toward themselves 
or any one'else, no matter how certain they may be that it is 
not-loaded. Such a precaution insisted upon in early life be- 
'cpmes a'habit, and one that insures against the murderous 
"joke" of the "didn't know it was loaded" brand. 


These two precautions are simple, and people of mature 


years and ordinary intelligence should insist upon them. 
Joking with firearms is no joke, and it should be rigidly sup- 
pressed whenever attempted. 
But prevention is the proper

majority of these terrible happenings. 
For some unaccount- 


able reason it is as natural for a child to point a weapon at 
some person as it is to pick it up when one is found within 
reach, and! there are too many crack-brained adults who are 
equally, foolhardy. !H is.a trouble that can not be remedied by 
law. 
What is demanded is the exercise of common sense and 


common':precaution. 
It is high time that this remedy should 


be applied. 


The government is out with a sharp stick after those who 


attempt to defraud it in connection with the oleomargarine 
business. There is a heavy tax on the colored product, and 
two Rhode Island men for conspiring to defraud the govern- 
ment of this tax to Ihe amount of $400,000. have been sen- 
tenced to one year.jn prison and to pay fines of £1,000 each. 
A few such sentences slib'uld put an end to this form of thiev- 
ery, and it is a pity that the laws cannot be as rigidly enforced 
in some* other directions.
